By  and  by  the  latlicr's  .-uspioions  wore 
aroused  Could  it  bo  possible  u  mounted 
trooper,  wearing  English  unifDrm,  would 
ride  uightlv  through  mad  and  rain,  and 
thunder  and  lightning,  and  hail  and  wind, 
to  drink  a  glass  of  grog  and  smoke  a  pipe 
with  an  old  niau  of  t-ixt^  ?  Common  sunse 
answered  "  No,"  and  having  a  fair  i  lock 
of  that  commodity,  po  also  said  Farmer 
Martin.  "  The  girl  he's  after,  and  it's  time 
to  put  a  stop  to  this  nonscitHe. "  was  th« 
conclusion  ho  arrived  at.

Aaec'Jotes  of  i>apoleun. 

The  Empress  Eugenie,  snpposinp; 
that  the  Prince  Imperial  evinced  a 
maikeil  taste  for  music,  invited  a 
teacher  to  the  Tuilcrics.  When  Napo- 
leon learned  from  her  who  the  visitor 
was  he  said:  "Send  him  away,  one 
tronbftdoiir  is  enough  for  Enrope"  — 
allndiug  to  the  King  of  Bavaria,  whose 
passionate  love  for  aiiisic  is  wellknowu. 

The  most  forgiving  aud  patriotic 
supporter  of  the  late  Emperor  was  per- 
haps old  Gen.  Changamier.  He  was 
once  the  chief  counstlur  of  the  Prince- 
President,  but  fell  into  disfavor,  and 
was  among  the  imprisoned  officers  at 
the  coup  d'etaf.  When,  however,  the 
country  was  in  danger,  this  veteran  of 
80  years  joined  the  army,  avowed  his 
fidelity  to  the  Empire,  and  was  true  to 
the  last. 

Appeals  to  the  susceptibilities  of  the 
French  people  regarding  his  great 
uncle  were  in  early  life  a  potent  means 
with  Louis  Xapuleon  of  promoting  his 
own  popuhrity.  Thus,  iu  1^39,  he 
feelingly  wrote  of  the  great  Emperor ; 
"The  lightning  flaslied  once  more— 
but  soon  came  Waterloo.  Here  every 
French  voice  is  choked,  and  finds  only 
tears — tears  for  tho  vanquished  anil 
tears  for  the  victors,  who  will  sooner 
or  later  regret  tlie  overthrow  of  tho 
only  man  who  who  could  mediate  be- 
tween t'vo  hostile  ages." 

In  his  "Napoleonic  Ideas,"  which 
the  ex-Empcro"r  published  iu  1839,  he 
foreshadowed  lor  the  United  States  a 
grander  destiny  than  Jio  was  willing 
to  concede  afterv.-ard  when  misled  by 
the  phantom  of  :i  Mexican  Empire. 
His  words  in  18.39 were  :  "Providence 
has  committed  to  tho  United  States 
of  America  the  charge  of  peopling 
and  subduing  to  civilization  all  tliat 
immense  territory  v.hich  extends  from 
the  Atlantic  to  tlie  Pacific  Ocean,  and 
from  the  north  pole  to  the  equator. 
Their  government,  which  is  a  simple 
administration,  has  had,  up  to  the 
present  time,  but  to  put  in  practice 
the  old  adage — Laimez  fair,  faisscz 
passer — iu  order  to  favor  that  invisible 
iuutinot  wliich  urges  the  population  of 
the  United  Stf(t*'«  toward  the  West."

It  puhlishes  four  columuH 
of  dispatches  from  corrccpondentH  in  all 
quarterB  of  the  globe;  sending  tho  eahita- 
tious  of  the  seaM.u  on  (Jhristmas  Eve. 
From  Miilta,  Constaiitinoph  ,  Cairo,  Bom- 
bay, Singapore,  Hong  Kong.  Batuviu,  Mel 
iHiurne,  St.  Johns,  .S.ui  Francisco,  and  all 
the  £uro[ieun  cipituls,  mBssagen  were  sent 
which  coinpri'jed  the  incident*  and  eventfl 
of  Christmas  Eve,  the  protipecta  ot  the 
coming  day,  social  gossip,  and  the  greet- 
ings appropria'e  to  the  occasion. 

Thus  the  four  coutiiients,  hy  the  magic 
of  electricity,  were  made  one,  and  the 
world  Wiis  encircled  with  tho  mespages  of 
"goodwill  toward  nien "  which  flashed 
under  seas  and  across  broad  countries.

The  L"st  Pomet  Found. 

From  the  London  New*. 
On*"  (d"  the  most  remarkable  astronom- 
ical events  which  has  appeared  for  many 
years  has  just  been  anntuoced.  It  is 
altogether  unprecedented  in  the  annals  of 
science.  Ou.-  readers  will  remember  that 
the  splendid  shower  of  meteors  which  fell 
on  November  27,  lt*72,  was  as.-ribed  in 
our  columns  to  the  h  st  comet  named  after 
Biela.  Very  soon  after  this  the  opinion 
— first  announced  we  believe,  in  our  col- 
umns—  was  confirmed  in  several  independ- 
ent (quarters:  aud  at  the  last  meeitng  of 
the  Royal  Astron(>mical  Society,  Mi. 
Hind,  Superintendent  of  the  Nautical 
Almanac,  indicated  how  closely  the  phe- 
nomena of  1  !iai  wonderful  shower  accorded 
wilh  tho  theory  that  we  were  passing 
through  the  meteoric  train  of  Biela's 
Comet  when  iho  shower  occurred.  But  a 
continental  astronomer  did  more  than  that. 
The  ide*  suggested  itself  t'>  him  that  the 
eunh  hud  passed  through  the  train  of  tbe 
comet;  the  actual  track  pursued  by  the 
comet  was  indicated  (though  after  a  fash- 
ion hitherto  unknown  in  astronomical 
practice).  A  new  method  of  observing 
comets,  truly,  that  ii.-<tronomer8  should  be 
actually  whirled  by  the  earth  through  the 
train  of  a  comet  w-liich  had  'passed  that 
way  '"  eeveral  weeks  before  ?  But  the 
a.«tidnoiiicr,  Klinkerfucs,  acted  on  his  idea, 
calculated  where  the  comet  must  be,  and 
sent  a  telegriiph  to  Mr.  Pogson,  the  gov- 
ernment astronomer  at  Madras,  containing 
t' e  folloxsing  startling  annouucement  ; 
''  Biela  toueho  i  »;arth  on  the  27ih  ;  fearch 
n^ar  Theta  Centauri."  For  the  comet  had 
gone  g  uthward,  and  according  to  caloula 
tions  was  in  a  j>art  of  tbe  star-sphere 
wiiit-h  cnlyjuet  rises  above  the  horizon 
(and  that  at  an  hour,  iu  November  and 
December,  when  the  stars  cannot  be  seen.) 
So  the  message  had  to  be  sent  to  a  Boutb- 
ibservatory,  where  the  glories  of  the 
Centaur,  wilh  his  gemmed  feet  upon  the 
splendid  Southern  (.'roes,  rise  high  above 
the  horizon.  Hogsr  n  received  the  tele- 
gram iu  due  court^e,  and  on  tho  first  clear 
n.orning  looke<l  out  for  the  comet  near  the 
left  shoulder  of  the  -Man-horse.  The  time 
lor  t'lO  search  wasshorf,  for  in  December 
iho  Centaur  does  m>t  rise  at  Madras  until 
near  sunrise.  And  the  weather  was  un- 
f.ivorahli?.  For  two  mornings  running 
Pogson  s.iw  nothing.  But  "  on  thc<  third 
attempt  I  had  better  lack,"  he  Writes  to 
tha  astronomer  royal.  Just  about  a  ciuar> 
ter  past  five  n.  blue  spice  in  tbe  heavens 
enabled  him  to  find  Biela,  and  iu  four 
minutes  (so  groat  is  the  delicacy  of  modern 
telescopic  observation)  I'ogpon  had  found 
that  the  comet  waa  moving,  in  other  wnrde 
that  the  objeot  was  not  one  of  those  star 
cloudlets  which  fleck  the  star-deplhs,  but 
roinaiu  unmoviug  and  unchanging  for 
centuries.  >\'o  may  venture  to  quote 
FogHou's  Wi)rd3  as  to  his  recognition  of 
the  comet  s  motion,  for  though  technical 
they  have  an  amusing  sound.  lie  says: 
"  Though  1  could  pet  ouly  hiur  compari 
sons  withr  an  anonymous  stir "' — an 
"anouyinoup  star'"—  "the  comet  had  moved 
over  such  and  such  a  distance  in  four 
minutes,  and  that  settled  its  being  tbe 
I'ight  object." 

The  comet  still  presented  a  circular 
aspect,  with  a  diameter  more  than  half  as 
large  again  as  on  the  former  day;  "a 
bri^;ht  uuohnis  ;"  and  this  time  a  faint  but 
distinct  lail,  about  as  l^ng  as  a  fourth 
part  of  tho  moon's  apparent  diameter,  and 
spreading.  \Vlietlior  the  companion  comet 
was  there  or  not,  Mr.  Pogsou  had  no  time 
to  toll  ;  daylight  came  on  [with  rapid 
strides,  and  the  next  morning  clouds  atid 
rain  had  returned.  Wo  may  further  hear 
from  Mr,  Pe>g6on  by  the  next  Indian  mail, 
however.

Wtntrr  Licitucr. 

A  writer  in  the  Joiirnal  oi  the  Farm 
sAys  all  that  i.-^  necessary  to  have  Itt- 
tuce  through  the  winter  is  to  build  a 
frame  out  «)f  coarse  boards,  to  cover  it 
with  a  closely  fitting  glass  sash,  and  to 
place  it  in  a  sunny  8pot-*-aomewhat 
protected.  In  this  plant  the  lettuce 
seta  about  six  inches  apart,  in  good 
ground,  and  keep  them  properly  water 
ed.  They  will  grow  all  winter,  and  in 
the  early  spring  will  form  beautilul 
large  heads  to  encourage  the  appetite 
and  grace  the  table.  The  earlier  in 
the  autumn  this  operation  is  begun  the 
better. 

Small  Unions  for  i^erd. 

Are  small  onions  assorted  from  a 
crop  grown  from  seed  of  any  value  for 
planting  agaiu  ? — S.  W.  B. 

Very  small  onions,  say  about  half  an 
inch  in  diameter,  are  extensively  used 
by  our  market  gardeners,  instead  of 
seed,  for  raising  an  early  crop,  which 
is  usually  pulled  and  sold  in  market  as 
"green  onions."  These  "sets"  are 
produced  by  sowing  seed  very  thickly 
on  very  poor  soil,  and  as  soon  as  the 
bulbs  are  oI  the  requisite  size  they 
are  pulled  up  and  tlried  and  laid  away 
ior  planting  the  next  season.  N^ow,  if 
your  small  onions  are  of  the  size  we 
have  named,  they  will  propably  aus^eir 
for  s»ts  ,  Lul  if  much  larger  they  will 
be  very  likely  to  produce  seed  stems 
instead  of  larger  bulbs. 

Earth  Foaltices. 

The  value  of  earth  as  a  disinfectant 
and  deodorizer  is  well  known  •  atid  the 
treatment  cf  ulcerated  sores  and  gan- 
I  grenoiis  wounds  with  it  is  becoming 
veni'  geneial.  A  new  application  of 
this  system  has  lately  been  described, 
uamelj',  the  use  of  clay  as  a  dressing 
for  the  face  in  two  cases  of  confluent 
small-pox'^dusting  it,  m  fine  powder, 
over  tho  faces  of  the  patients 
as  soon  as  the  pustuks  become  fairly 
developed.  This,' it  is  stated,  formed 
a  clear,',dry, wholesome  ."•cab,  absorbing 
the  infectious  material,  scaling  off, 
during  convalescence,  and  leaving  th" 
underlying  skin  »n  its  natural  and  nor- 
Ral  slate  The  painful  and  persistent 
itching,  which  is  well  kno^n  as  one  of 
the  worst  characteristics  of  the  (lis- 
ease,  was  by  tbis  simjde  means  entire- 
ly abated.  The  earth  used  was  fl?lb 
pine  rl«».y.

Mr.    Frt.'deriok    King   writes   to  the 
Mark  Lane  KxpreSs . 

"  Aud  now  wli.it   must  I  say,  as  one 
of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Royal  Ag- 
ricultural  Hooiety  ?     Shall    it  devolve 
on  me  lo  ttU  the  public,  through  your 
columns,  that  which  neither  our  society, 
the  Privy  Council  nor  all  the  veterinary 
art  has  ventured   to   tell  you,  viz.:  the 
cause  of  the   prevalont  cattle  diseaseH? 
These  are  all  ready  to  tell  you  the  fear- 
ful extent  to  whicn    the  disease  exists  ; 
instance  one  j>niall  county,  (Oxford,)  in 
which  we  have,    by  a  rfCout  Wfokly  re- 
turn, some   a.lXM)   bea-sts,    <i,(M)0  sluep, 
and    over      30(>     pigs    affected     with 
foot    and   mouth    diseawe;  and  not  one 
of  these  loiifhty  and  lufliiential  powers 
dare  venture  to  tell  the  caune.    Let  mc, 
therefore,  say   that  'the  Royal,'  I  fear, 
hatl   not  sufficient   life-power  for   the 
emergt'iiey;    while   tiie   Privy    Council 
naturally   bow-i   to   political  prt^ssure; 
and  the  third  ft.ar   fliat  fjsputtr  will  too 
soon    be  out.      Having    had  fifty  years 
experience,  the  great  portion  of   which 
was  in  the  manngemeiitof  aut)bleiuan's 
extensive  estates,  and  being  now  large- 
ly  engaged   lu  agricultural  matters  all 
over    the  kingdom,    aud  having  a  full 
knowledge  of  a  rupid  decrease  iu   our 
flocks  and  herds,  I  may  mention  that  I 
know   not  where  to    purchase   calves 
(save  in  some  of  our  high-prioe<l,  pure 
bred  herds)  that   are   not  the  offspring 
oi  parents  in    a   condititm  of  incipient 
disease;  and  how  can  tho  offspring  of 
diseased  pareutH  be  claEsed  as  healthy  i 
Is   not   this,    therefore,  a  seaioiis   na- 
tional question  {  and  would  not  the  at- 
tention of  all    be  betttjr   directetl  to  a 
clean  bill  of   health  in   our  own  t1t>ok8 
and  herds  rather  than  iu  complaining 
of  our  foreign  iit-ighlwrK,  whtjst:    cattle 
are      much      healthier      than      oiks? 
Such  »;oniplaints   simply   raise   obsfa 
cles   to   a  free   supply  bi'ing   furnish- 
ed   to  us,  and    naturally  increase  the 
price    of    our    ftKxl     at    home.       Let 
me,  therefore,  assert  (not   offensively, 
1  hoi)e)  that  the   present  generation, 
both  of    butchers  and  consumera,  have 
never  seen  beef  or  mutton   in   perfec- 
tion.    Wheni    are   now    to    be    found 
those   splendid   five  and  six  year  old 
bullocks     and     full-mouthed    wether

A  posse  of  Ruibiau  douanicrs  (t.  e.  custom 
h'ju«e  officers)  crossed  the  river  brindiza,  in 
the  province  of  Upp«  r  Silesia,  and  destroyed 
the  wier  or  dam  built  111  the  river  for  conduct- 
ing the  fish  to  the  Kuna  mill.  This  arbitrary 
proceeding  being  resented  by  the  Prnssiana 
reeiihng  thert,  the  Russia n  officers  in  charge 
of  the  custom  house  detachment  fired,  killing 
a  civilian.  Priu'.-e  Bismarck  has  addressed  a 
jieremptory  note  to  the  Russian  authorities, 
demanding  an  instant  explanation  of  tl|«}  out- 
rage.

"Reformers  have  only  so  far  tiic- 
ceed«d  in  scraping  the  top  of  the  mud 
in  their  investigations  iiiti«  the  King 
frauds,"  said  11  well-known  lawyer  of 
the  Ring  prosecutiou  yesterday.  "So 
completely  have  Tweed  and  his  felluw- 
conspirators  intrenched  tliein.selves 
behind  acts  of  their  own  Ujrislatnre, 
the  corrupt  judges  whom  they  had 
created,  ami  their  creatures  whom  tiiey 
had  placed  iu  high  oilic  ,  that  it  i.s  only 
by  the  laborious  work  of  years  that  tlie 
full  extent  and  enormity  of  the  rob- 
beries committi  d  will  be  di-^closeil." 

It  is  gratifyinjT,  however,  to  know 
that  the  developments  camiot  be  long 
delayed.  In  every  part  of  the  City 
Government  which  has  passed  under 
the  sway  of  Republicans  fresh  evi- 
dences of  the  Irauds  comiuitted  by 
their  predecessois  in  oflBce  are  being 
daily  discovered,  aud  the  proofs  col 
lected.  Meanwhile,  the  Council  of 
Political  Reform,  the  Committee  of 
Seventy,  aud  private  individuals  earn- 
est for  the  public  good  are  Imrrowing 
out  facts  which  will  lead  to  a  complete 
discovery  of  the  ittipendi'iis  frauds 
committeil  by  the  ring  for  their  own 
evil  pur  J  loses. 

Au  immense  aiuouut  ol  legal  evi- 
dence has  been  tabulated  concerning 
the  maladmini.stration  of  justice  in  tne 
Police,  District,  and  Marine  Courts. 
They  show  clearly  that  bribes  have 
been  accepted,  aud  moneys  which 
should  have  gone  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury, were  diverted  from  their  pro- 
per channels  into  the  pockets  of 
the  judge  aud  eifUcials  ed'  the 
courts.  Startling  facti*  concerning 
the.  long  suspected  coniiption  of 
the  Police  Department  have  been 
unearthed,  and  there  i.s  not  a  depart- 
ment of  Ihe  City  Government  whose 
records  do  not  %^how  that  robberies 
have  been  committed  to  u  greater  ex- 
tent than  wUs  before  believed  possible. 
Much  of  the  evidence  tabuhited  is  ii<»w 
being  shown  to  the  Legislature,  and  it 
is  also  iutemled  to  make  il  the  basis 
for  new  indictments  by  the  Grand 
Jury  of  a  number  ol  individuals  who 
now  consider  themselves  secure  with 
their  ill-gotteu  gains. 

One  of  the  investigations,  which  has 
been  quietly  pursued  for  some  time 
past,  has  led  to  the  discovery  of  facts 
in  relation  to  tlie  special  audit  frauds 
surprising  in  their  character.  The  to 
tal  amount  stolen  L>y  this  clever  bit  of 
machinery,  it  is  said,  has  been  proved 
to  bo  nearly  $10,000,000,  instead  ol 
$0,300,000.  A  portion  of  the  money 
divided  in  this  way  was  never  traced. 
The  new  evidence  clearly  traces  the 
eutire  amount,  and  gives  tlie  iiaiiif  of 
every  perf<on  who  received  a  per  cent 
age.  It  shows,  it  is  ^lnder^,foo^i,  that 
Tweed  got,  as  liis  share  of  these  spe 
cial-audit  frauds,  $1,500,(.K)0,  instead  of 
$932,858.20. 

All  the  rvidmce  so  far  collected  in 
tabulated  iu  tlocumrntiiry  form,  ami 
Tiled  for  use,  it  is  said,  in  the  trial  ot 
the  civil  suits  soon  to  be  commem-etl 
against  the  indivlduHl  members  of  the 
Ring.  The  aiil  of  the  Distrii-t  Attor- 
ney's office  has  been  extemlcd  to  those 
now  investigating  these  frauds,  and 
two  books  of  banks  whose  officers  le 
fused  previotisly  to  give  up,  are  being 
scrutinized.  Perhaps  the  accounts  ol 
»the  Departmeut  «f  Public  Works, 
where  Tweed  held  the  supreme  power, 
are  unrivaled  as  showing  the  most 
shameful  exhibit  of  fraud  over  those 
of  any  other  department  of  the  city. 

These  neeounts  were  thorough  I  v 
overhnule*]  by  x"VresHrH.  T)avenport  anil 
Lyons,  on  behalf  of  the  (Jouimittee  of 
Seventy,  about  a  year  ago,  und  the  re- 
sult of  that  investigation  was  published 
at  length  in  the  Tmie.s.  Kvcry  facility 
was  given  to  tlie  Investigating  Commit- 
tee by  Coramis.sioner  Van  Nort,  and  an 
immense  amount  of  evidence  was  «'are- 
fully  Hud  laborioiiHly  collected,  to  be 
preserved  for  future  use.  The  most 
glaring  of  tile  fraiidsin  tins  th  pmtincut, 
it  will  be  remembereil,  wore  conimitti>d 
through  the  agency  of  Tweed's  Siipwr- 
intendent  of  the  Rnreaaof  J)epaitiiieiit 
and  Stipjilies,  William  Hennessy  ('ui.ke. 
That  individual  is  still  at  large  in  the 
city. 

The  amount  of  money  stolen  from 
the  city  was  estimated,  by  tiio  (Com- 
mittee of  Citizens  ami  Aldermen  in 
1871,  to  bo  $20,000,0(K).  It  is  said  tliat 
the  present  investigatiou  makes  the 
amount  $20,000,000  at  least.  When 
there  is  added  to  this  amount  th<>  vast 
number  of  minor  robberies  in  t  very 
branch  of  the  City  and  Couuty  Gov- 
ernment, the  aggregate  may  come  near 
the  first  figures.  The  grand  total  will 
probably  far  exceed  the  largest  esti- 
mate made  in  1871.  It  is  iinderstood 
that  it  has  been  the  intention  to  pris"iit 
the  facts  given  here  in  an  eitllcial  form, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  iniblic  will 
be  astonished  at  the  disclosures  when 
they  are  made.

A  Drtective's  S^ory. 

A  little  episode  in  the  life  of  Detec- 
tive Becker,  of  Newark,  rea.la  like  a 
novel  writer's  story.  Mr.  Becker  was 
tudertd  to  Fort  Wayuo  some  time  ago 
to  work  up  11  counterfeiting  ^ang.  Af- 
ter much  trouble  he  bucceedetl  ill  get- 
tino  admitletl  to  the  gang  under  tlie 
name  of  "Dutch  Jim."'  The  New.iik 
Courier  tells  the  rest : 

Their  headquarters  was  in  one  of  the 
cemeteries,  wheif  they  met  nightly,  and 
a  partially  opened  grave,  in  an  obscure 
part  of  the  burial  ground,  contained 
the  spoils  ol  not  wnly  the  result  of  the 
countejfeiti:ig,  but  of  a  number  of 
bold  robbei-ies  committed  liythe  gang. 
The  detective  worked  his  case  well, and 
was  astonished  to  tind  that  several  of 
the  gang  weie  well  known  citizens  and 
members  of  churches.  Had  the  gang 
onco  sti.spected  the  true  character  of 
"Dutch  Jim,"  that  shrewd  and  cun- 
ning fellow  s  life  would  have  been  tlie 
forfeit.  DifVerent  ones  of  the  gang 
were  arrested,  and  always  "Dutch 
Jim"  was  one  of  the  party  "copped,'" 
but  he  managed  (always  by  the  *'  skin 
of  his  teeth"  apparently i  to  be  re- 
leased. At  last  the  linal  blow  came — 
the  arrest  of  the  live  leader.",  and 
"  Dutch  Jim  "  was  one.  They  were  on 
their  way  to  commit  a  burglary  111  a 
neighboring  town.  Becker  had  tele- 
graphed Government  officers  to  be 
ready,  and  when  the  tr.iin  reach. 'd 
the  depot,  the  car  which  the 
burglars  occupied  was  boarded  bv 
a  dozen  officern.  A  fearful  tight 
occurred,  aud  as  it  was  not  yet  time  for 
"Dutch  Jim"  to  lie  nubliVly  known, 
he  entered  into  the  tight  with  as  much 
earucstness  (to  all  appearances)  as  did 
his  "  pals,"  and  he  did  receive  in  re 
turn  some  good  bhiws  The  ringlead- 
ers were  capturtnl,  and  in  company  with 
"Jim  fmm  Jersey"  were  put  in  cells. 
When  the  day  of  examinatiow  came, 
"  Dutch  Jim"  was  put  on  the  stand, 
aud  when  he  gave  as  his  occupation 
"  Government  Secret  Service  Officer" 
the  counterfeiters  wilted.  The  evidence 
was  too  strong  to  be  Viroken.  and  the 
gang  was  secured.  Becker  has  since 
returned  to  Newark,  and  is  now  ou  the 
city  force.

Tiu'i-i'  is  a  new  divorce  law  in  Indiana, 
inteiideii  to  correct  some  of  the  evils 
wliivdi  has  made  rhat  State  ros[)onsible 
for  so  much  fraud  in  matrimonial  mat- 
ters, j  The  new  law  rt'diiccs  the  uum 
ber  of  causes  for  divorce  to  seven  : 
Adultery, impoteney,  three  years'  aban- 
donment, cnul  and  inhii'man  treat- 
ment, failiiri!  of  the  husband  for  two 
years^  to  provide  for  his  wife,  three 
years'  habitual  drunkenness,  and  eoii- 
vrctiou  of 'any  infanums  crime.  Twt) 
year-i'  fxtna  Jul,  reHideIlc*^  in  the  Slate 
IS  required  of  the  jietitioner.  Divor. 
ees  with  no  other  than  newspaper  no- 
tices may  be  opened  ami  the  decrees 
set  aside  The  divorces,  therefore,  of 
fraudulent  kind  will  be  granted  sub 
ject  to  be  set  aside  at  any  time  within 
two  years,  Tho  new  law,  restricted  iw 
it  is  in  comparison  with  the  old  one,  is 
sufficiently  liberal  to  leave  Indiana  a 
large  biisiuesu  yet.  The  courts,  luiw- 
ever,  if  sodispeised,  can  do  much  to 
break  up  the  fraudulent  business,  by 
requiring  absidute  proof  of  the  contin- 
ued reaidem!o  of  tho  petitioner  iu  the 
State.  A  constructive  residence  has 
hitherto  been  nlloweil,  and  has  been 
productive  of  innumerable  frauds.

Tlie  details  of  the    terrible  disaster 
to  tlie  ship  Northfleet   are  publishod, 
Inun  which  it    appears  that  at    1:30  a. 
M.,  the  Captain  and  others  were  alarm- 
ed   by  the   cry  of   the    officer   ou    the 
wiitedi,  "A  sl..'amer    is    right  into  us." 
The  Ciqitaiii  and  jiilot  rushed  on  deck, 
but  bef.M  they  got  there   the  steamer 
had    run    into    the  ves.sel,  striking  her 
aiuidship,  and  cutting  her  below  low 
water    mark.     The    carpenter   quickly 
reported  her  nearly  half  full  of    water. 
The  pumps  were  started  promptly,  ami 
the  crew    wurked    hard  at  them    a   few 
minntLS,  but  when   it   was   found    that 
tlie  water  was  rapid iy  gaining  a  panic 
seenn  d  to  seize  both  the  crew  anil  paw- 
se-ngers,    and    afierwardf;    the    ufHeers 
could  not  keep  the  latter  in  cheek.     A 
crowd  ol  men   and  women   had  rushed 
up  from  their  berths,   many  half  cloth 
ej.    The  passengers  had  mostly  retired, 
but  a  lew  wore  undressing.     The  noise 
of  the   collision    is   likened    by  one  ol 
them  to   a  peal  of   thunder,   and  such 
was      the      violenct^      of      the     shock 
that    those     standing     were    knocked 
ilown.      II  appears  that  the  steamer  re- 
bounded und    catui!  a    second    time    in 
collision     with    the      Norlhtlcet.     The 
water  began  to  pour  in,  and  iu  a  r.hort 
time    the    pa.ssen^.iV    quarters    were 
swamped.     The  women  were  slower  to 
rush  oil  deck  tliaii  the  men,    and  many 
were    not   in   conditi  m  to  go   till   the 
wjiiter  rose  threateninglv  around  them. 
No  one    ou   the    colliding    \essel    was 
heard     to    si.eak,    although    loud   and 
eager  shouts  from  the  Northfleet  must 
made  the   crew    awaie   of   the    terrible 
daiig«'r  that   existed      S?ie  backed   lor 
two  or  three  minutes,  and  then  steam- 
ed   away  and    was  spon    out  of    sight. 
For  half  an   hoiu-   the  scene    on   the 
deck  ol  the  Nurthfleet    was    ai>palliiig. 
Women    shriekeil,      men    eurse<l    ami 
swore,    and  fought   their   way   to   tlie 
boats,  whilst  the  captain  ami  first  mate 
roared  out  eomm.inds   to   men  to  keep 
back  and  allow  the  women  to  get  to  the 
side  of  tlu-  vessil,  but  apparently  with 
out  succi;S8.     Rockets  were    lired    and 
blue      lights       luirued  ;     guns       wire 
loatled,  but  the  screw  of    the  ramrod 
became     detached       from       the      han- 
dle, and   the    piece   could    not  be  dis- 
eliarged.     The  signals  of  distress  were 
seen  by  several    ve.-^sels,  but  appear  to 
have  been   regarded    as   signals   for  a 
pilot,  for   no   assistance  was  rendered. 
Meanwhile  the   scones  on   deck  baffles 
description.     Tlie   captain,  lindiiig  the 
men    determined    to    leave    the  vessel, 
wen*,  iin.l  armed  himself  with  a  revolv- 
er, and,  a.s<;ending   the   poop,  declared 
his  (let*  rmination     to   shoot    the  lir.->t 
man  who   tried    to  leave  the  vessel  be- 
fore  tlie  women   were  saved.     The  first 
boat  launched  wa.-^   lowered  by  a   num- 
ber ol  pa.'.sengcrs  by  cutting  the  ropes. 
There  I'ciiip  no  ladder  at  hand,  the  on- 
ly way  id  getting  into   it  was  by  jump- 
ing or  dropping  some    twelve  or  tifteen 
feet.     As    there    was  a     terrilde    rush 
toward    the   boat  there  was  a    scene  of 
distressing  confusion,  and    a   man  aud 
boy    fell      into    the    water    and    were 
drownei\     Tho  officers  and    all  did  all 
they  could  to  force    the  men  who  lirst 
got  into  liie  boat  to   leave   it  that  the 
women  might  be  saved,  but  to  no  pur- 
poHP.even  firing  with  blank  cartridges. 
.\bout  thirty  persons  having  got  into  it, 
the  boat    put  oil",    with   not  one  of  the 
crew    iu    it.

Then 
the  captain  placed  his  wife  iu  the  boat 
and  sai  I   to   the   boatswain    who   had 
already  got  in.      "  Here's  a  charge    for 
yon.

It  is  iiup;>s.sible  to   dcscrii>e  the  panic 
th.it  raged  all  this  time,  and  the  heart- 
rending scenes   on    all   sid<\--.     One   of 
the    passengcre,    seeing  the  ca[>taiu's 
wife  in  the  boat,  threw  his  own  wife  in. 
tossed  a  baby  to  her,  and  eutered  him 
self.     A  little  girl  was  thrown  into   the 
beat  by  her  father,   who  tried    to   save 
Ihe  rest  of  his  family,  but    seeiu"   the 
maddeiuHl  crowd  pressing   toward   the 
side  of  tho  vessid   wa.s  prevented,    and 
his  wife  and  two  other  children   went 
down    with    Iho    ill-tated    vessel.     The 
engineer     made      franliL-     ell'orta      to 
save    hi>*    wife     and    child,    but     was 
jammed     between       the       cook-house 
and     gunwale     and     recei\ed     fearful 
injuries  lh.it,  though  he  wasattcrwards 
rescued.  IS  iu  a  precarious  state,     t^nly 
two  of  the  seven    bo.Us   aboard   were 
launched,  owing  no  <l>>nbt,  to    the  pan- 
ii',  and  one   w.is   seriously   injured,  as 
the  tackle   was   cut    and  *the    boat  fell 
iiit«»  tlie  sea.      When    the   second  boat 
had  got  oil"  it  seemed  to  become  a  ijues- 
tion  of    moiueiit.s.      The    quarter-deck 
was  still  ctowdetl  by  men,    women  and 
children,  some   crying,  swearing,    and 
praying.      The  captain  and  pilots  were 
togethcf.  and   thi<  latti'r   was  heard  to 
say,  "  Save  yoiir.selves  ;  make    for   the 
to|iniast,  ■  to  which   many   poor  people 
rushed.     In  a  quarter  oi  an  iiour  a  tug 
picked  up  tin*  .second  boat    with   thirty 
occupants,  and  then  stc.imed   lor  some 
tune  nuind  the  spot  where,  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  after  being  struck, 
liie  Nortlilleet    went  down    head    lirst 
with  awful  sinhlciincss,  with    327  souls 
on  board   at    that  moment.     The  lirst 
boat   wa.s,    after   landing  the    womeu, 
rowed  aroiiiul  the  scene  of   the  wreck, 
itud  saved  tiv»> men  swimming  towards 
shore.     A  tug  took  otVthc  occupants  of 
tho  second   boat,  thirty-sevcu   i>asRen- 
gcrs,    and  a   }»ilo*  cutter   rescued   the 
pilot  and    ten    men  who,  having   gone 
ilown  with    the  vessid,  rose  to   the  sur- 
face and  clung  to  the   rigging.       The 
vessel  lies  in  <  Icven    fat  bonis  of  wat«'r. 
Surviv(>rs  say  the  captain  displayed  the 
giiatest  heroism;    maintained  his  pres- 
ence of  mind  from  lirst  to  last ;  strove 
hard  to  put  an   end  to    the   panic,  and 
did  his  duly  bravely  to  the  end.        He 
was  at    the  last    moninit   going  across 
Iho    wreck    iti  th<»    hope    of  enabling 
some  of  the  crowd  crushing  aroiimi  the 
boats  (Ul    that   side  to   get   away  from 
the   sliij).       Survivors    say    the    other 
boats  got   ailrift    when  tho   ship  sunk, 
and  express  the  belief   that   if  the  pas- 
sengers had  allowed  them  to  be  lowered 
properly  we  could  have  saved  at  least  a 
1(K)   more    lives.        Unfortunatelv    tho 
wiuneii  cDuld  not  climb  tho   masts,  al- 
though we  did  all  111  our  power  to  ludp 
them;  consequently  all  the  women  and 
children  except    the  captain's  wile  and 
anotlier  and  two  children  were  drowned.

F.ither  the  feeder,  butoher 
ore'on^nnipr  is  cheated,  and,  as  •   Ron- 
eral  thing,  every  one  who  has  anything 
to  do  with  a  big  hog  will  find,  if  he  ob- 
servt  s     elosely,  that     they    are    ue>t  so 
protitablo  as  the  smooth  nice    hop  of 
ruily    350    iK)nuds    weight.      A    smiUl 
Leiid,  with  little  upright  ears,  and  legs 
and  e«rs    delicate    to    perfection,    are 
murk>    which      indicate    the    greatest 
amount  ot  tinnl  coujiimed,  and  it  will 
always  ilraw  more  readily  the  attention 
of  everv  btttcher. 


To  no  animals  is  exercise  more 
im'portaut  than  to  the  breeding  bull; 
and  it  is,  wc  believe,  the  juJgmeut  ota 
large  majority  ot  hrecders  that  the  Ire- 
qu«ut  instances  of  un-fliciency  iu  higli- 
bred  aiumals  are  caused  by  high  con- 
dition and  idleness.  We  know  that 
many  instances  may  be  cited  of  bulls 
keptiu  doors  Summer  and  Winter,  aud 
in  the  highest  condition,  they  have 
been  sure  breeders;  but  these  are  ex- 
ceptions to  the  general  rule,  anil  should 
not  be  relied  upon  as  t  xamples.  We 
endeavor  to  have  our  bulls  in  pasture 
day  and  night  in  May  and  June,  and 
in  the  Fall  months  In  hot  wci  ther 
they  are  kept  in  through  the  day. 
When  iu  pasture  we  usually  allows 
few  cows  in  calf  to  run  with  them. 
With  this  management  the  bull  will 
be  vigorous,  etticient  and  healthy,  and 
much  more  liable  to  be  quiet  than 
when  constantly  conlhied  to  a  stable. 
Some  breeders  fence  in  a  lield  of  five 
or  six  acres  for  a  bull  lot.  in  which 
they  have  a  shed  and  water,  and  where 
they  keep  a  breeding  bull  Summer  aud 
Winter.  This  is  a  very  exci  llent  plan, 
and  with  a  strong  post  and  rail  feiiev. 
if  the  bull  is  never  allowed  to  be  taken 
out,  he  will  sometimes  behave  himself 
quietly  fe>r  tive  or  six  years.  In  the 
Winter  luills  are  generally  kept  in  sta- 
bles, but  should  always  bo  taken  out 
daily  for  exercise;  if  only  a  few  rods  to 
water,  it  will  be  a  great  help."

^omc  of  these  stormy   days  when  the 
harness  is  not  iu   use  ju.st  take  it  into 
Ihe    work-<hop  and   commence  opera- 
tions.    Take  the  harness  all  ;ipart.  and 
i-crape  otf  all  scurf,  hairs  aud  dirt,  and 
wash  the   leather  clean  with  soap  and 
hot    water.

-Vs  a  ride  farmers  dg  not  wash  tlieir 
wagons  very  often.  .  When  they  are 
i  iLseel  daily  in  the  mud  this  is  not  es 
sential.biit  when  the  mud  i>  allowe^d  to 
dry  thereou  and  then  gradually  drop 
off,  the  case  is  somewhat  ditlerent. 
How  and  w  hen  to  wash  carriages  ami 
wag<-us  the  Carriage  Journal  tlius  tells: 
•' W'ashing  wagons  IS  te>o  often  looked 
upt>n  as  an  eiperatiou  solely  for  the 
pur}>08e  of  removing  a  coat  of  mud. 
This  is  one  of  the  objects,  au  innocent 
one;  but  the  wagon  should  be  washed 
even  svheu  there  is  no  mud  on  it.  Dur 
ing  the  summer  the  varnish  loses  its 
lustre  aud  a.'^sunies  a  dull,  dirty  ap- 
I>earance  unless  it  is  freejuently  wash- 
ed. When  a  wagon  is  covered  with 
dirt  it  is  best  to  soak  the  dirt  loose 
by  wetting  it  with  »  sponge,  and  not 
rubbing  it.  In  cities,  where  water  cm 
t)e  forced  through  a  pipe,  the 
sponge  ne«ii  not  be  used  until  the 
bulk  of  the  dirt  has  run  oil;  then  use 
the  sponge,  commencing  at  the  upper 
portion  of  the  body,  and  do  not  wash 
QiVer  too  much  surface  at  a  time,  as  the 
water  shoulel  never  be  allowed  to  dry 
on  the  botly ;  after  washing  with  a 
sponge. take  clean  water  ami  a  chamois 
skin  aud  wash  and  dry  immediately 
with  the  chamois.  After  the  l»ody  ia 
washed,  wash  the  carriage  part  and 
then  the  wheels;  in  washing  the  wheels 
be  careful  to  clean  the  ifirt  out  fiom 
between  thespeikes  and  wipe  perfectly 
dry.  Immediately  after  using  a  car 
riage  in  hot  weather  the  leather  and 
trimmings  should  bt>  dusted  off  aud 
the  paiut  well  washed  and  wiped  as 
directed,  using  soft  water,  if  possible,

Mr.  N.  Appleteu 
Shute,  the  cashier  of  the  (iranite  State 
National  liaiik,  left  his  home   on  Mou- 
diiy  morning  with  the  supposed  inten- 
tion of  taking   the  0   o'clock  train   for 
IJoston.   Nothing  was  he.tid  of  him  tor 
a  lew  days,  aud  he  was  a    man   of   such 
punctuality  and  methodical   regularity 
that  fears  were  aroused   of  some  acci- 
dent or  of  foul  play,  no  one  eveu  for  a 
moment  suspecting  anything  criminal 
111  his  sudden    disappearance.     While 
discharging  the  duties   which  devolved 
upon  him  a-*  one  of  the  trusted  officers 
of    the   bank,   he  has  been  eognged  in 
the  brokerage  business,  dt>aliug  largely 
iu  railroad  bonds  and  other  speculative 
securities,  not  only  forhimsell  but  for 
the  b.nik  and  outside  parties.     He  has 
also  beHMi  a  sub-agent   of  the  Northern 
Pacific    Railroad,    and     when    drawn 
tipoii  by     Boston    brokers    the   drafts 
were  always  uponN.  .\.  Sliute,  Cashier. 
The  last  purchase  made  in  Boston  was 
on  Weeluesday.  when  he  visited  a  bank- 
ing huise    in    State     street,     about    2 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  purchased 
I  bond  of  ♦l.OOO  of  the   CLicago,    Bur- 
lington and  Quiiicy  railroad,  tendering 
in  payment  therefor  one  l^.'iO  live-twuuty 
bond  and  1)08   gold.     .Vfter   the   trans- 
action    there    remained  to    his   ereelit 
about  ^16^.     It  seems  that  he   did  not 
take  the  cars,  but  left  Exeter  on  foot 
On  Tuesday,  Mrs.  Shute  sent  to  the 
bank  *5,000  worth  of  registered  bonds, 
which  he   had    left   on  the  bed.     Eveu 
no  suspicion  had  been  felt  by  the  bank 
authorities.     Ou    Wednesday  they  be- 
gan  to   overhaul  the  books  and  found 
every  thing  straight.  Thursday  a  deficit 
of  |.20,tXH)  was  found,  which  on  Friday 
nicreased  to  1 120,000  according  to  one 
report.     Another  stoi-y  is  that  the  de- 
ficit in  the  Granite  State  Bank  amounts 
to   from   !f30,000  to  ;^-10,tM)0,  which  is 
about  the  amount  of  the  surplus  of  the 
bank.      A     large    amount      has      also 
been  extracted  from   the  funds   of   the 
Exeter   Savings    Bank,    of   which    Mr. 
Shute  has  been Treasurei,but  how  much 
has   not  been   fully   ascertained.     His 
l>onds  given  as  security  to  both  banks 
amount  to  ^-55,000,  though   there  is  a 
rumor  that  the  bonds  were  not  renewed 
at    their   expiratiou    three  years  ago. 
The  bondsmen  aie  all  men  of  abundant 
means.    Mr.  Shute  is  about  forty  years 
old;  a  tall  mau,   rather  slender;  about 
Ive  feet  teu   inches  in  height ;  of  dark 
complexion,    and    quite    unobtrusive 
beiuing,    and    has    been    Cashier    for 
the  last  ten   ycus.     He  has  a  wif«  and 
two  children,  who  have  returned  to  her 
father's      It  is  learncel  that  Shute  has 
been  engaged   in   speculation  in  fancy 
stocks,    and    to   some  extent    in    coal 
stocks.      His    ill-luck    in  these  transac- 
tions, and  the  loss  of  private  properly 
to  the  amount  of  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, doubtless"  leil    to  the  drawing  ou 
the  luuels  of  the  bank,  and  his  subse- 
quent greater  embezzlement  and  fiight. 
His  private   transactions  with  imlivid- 
uals  appear  to    have    been  square,  and 
money  and    other    valuables  deposited 
with  him  tor  safe   keeping  in  the  bank 
vault  are  found  untouched.

Its  reduction 
may  be  accomplished  as  follows  ;  Open 
It  to  the  very  bo:tom  to  give  exit  to  the 
matter  or  i)us,  or  any  other  f<jreigu 
siib-^t-ipce  whifh  may  be  contained 
then  III  ;  leave  a  good  Opening  at  the 
bottom  or  lower  portion  of  the  tumor ; 
inject  with  aglass  .syringe,  dilute  nitric 
acid,  half  rain  water  ami  one-half  pure 
acid  :  do  not  inject  more  than  twice, 
or  three  times  at  lurthe.-t,  leaving  two 
days  l>etween  ;  then  inject  solution  car- 
bolic and  tincture  myrrh  and  aloes  ;

It  takes  a 
considerable  Kngtli  of  time  tii  chill  the 
air,  more  particularly  when  your  house 
is  banked  u))   with  straw  aiul    manure. 
My  cellar  is  thirty-three  by  twenty-two, 
and  eight  feet  high,  and   one   quart  of 
spirits  was   sufficient  to   jdace  the  veg- 
etablea  out  of  danger.

Make  your  sills  square, 
pay  10  in<hes;  saw  into  aud  bl<;ck  out 
from  these  so  lliat  the  joist  will  be 
eveu,  or  face  with  the  top ;  the  floor 
theu  rests  on  these  sills,  so  that  there 
is  uo  place  f<jr  a  rat  to  stand,  to  cut 
his  way  throiigli  the  floor.

Griddle  Cakes.— Griddle  cakes  are 
always  much  more  palatable  in  winter 
than  in  summer,  and.  buckwheat  cakes 
are  very  desirable  at  this  season,  lie- 
cause  they  are  heating  to  the  blood. 
Indeed,  so  much  so,  that  some  pertMjns 
cannot  eat  them  on  account  of  the  hu- 
mor they  will  send  out  upon  their 
skins.  I  always  add  a  handful  of  wheat 
flour  to  mine,  and  I  think  that  makes 
them  harmless. 

It  is  au  excellent  plan  to  keep  a 
pitcher  or  a  stone  jar  into  whieh  all 
bits  of  bread,  potato,  rice  and  hominy 
can  be  thrown ;  and  also  any  stray 
drops  of  milk :  ami  when  I  have  col- 
lected about  a  pint,  I  strain  it  through 
a  colander,  or  seive,  and  mix  it  into  a 
batter  with  flour  and  water,  or  milk  ;

can  serve  very  nice  cakes.

The  old  seal  of  the  Commouwealth

ol  bis  lite.  Naturally  a  kindbcirted  in  m, 
bis  ca^t-iron  principles  had  so  wraped  bis 
huaiauity  that  no  charity  for  the  errors  or 
tailings  of  others  could  find  an  avenue  to 
his  heart.  It  wa--  bis  pride  (  uncon- 
sciously) tliit  even  in  minor  or  indiflerent 
mutters  hi.*  actions  were  governed  by  a 
stern  sens©  of  duty.  Dut  that  he  lived 
conscienciously  up  to  the  level  ot  bis  pro- 
fession, no  one  who  knew  bini  doubted. 
lie  was  liber.il  to  the  poor —not  from  any 
8ynip,itliy  with  their  privations— Int  bel 
cau«e  it  was  bis  auty  to  bestow  ala>s  in 
proportion  to  his  means.  He  was  not  lib- 
eral to  bis  employes,  because  it  was  like- 
wise his  duly  to  be  prudent  and  economi- 
cal. Nor  was  he  lib?ral  or  ch  irilaMa  to 
professors  of  a  different  faith  from  bis  own, 
his  duty  forbidding  him  in  uny  way  1 1 
countenance  error. 

Still  he  wds  a  man  to  be  respected,  and 
in  a  manner  ndniircd  by  tboce  who  tound 
the  most  fault  wiih  hisVigld  and  ricor  ms 
creed,  for  he  was  honest  and  true,  and 
above  taking  advantage  of  tlie  cbaiu-es 
which  fell  in  iiis  way  of  reaping  unlair 
gairis  from  hi.s  fellow  mcu.  .No  damiged 
or  inferior  goods  ever  wont  out  of  Lis 
establishment  as  fir.-t-class,  but  tlie  clerk 
who  h  id  boon  found  misrepresenting  the 
quality  ..f  ;.ny  article  would  have 
out  very  suddenly. 

With  all  these  good  qualities,  ko  could 
not  help  to  be  a  high  dignitary  in  the 
church.  In  one  way  hi.s  seruce.s  were 
ulmost  indispensable  In  the  impecunious 
congregation  of  which  he  was  a  ineniber. 
He  held  usa  point  of  conscience  that  who- 
ever travchd  iu  the  service  of  the  church 
should  pay  bis  own  expeuscs.

It 
It  then  runs  ahmg  on  a  side  track  to 
a  switeli,  and  l»y  tliiH  backs  ilowii 
to  what  was  the  rear  tif  the  train, wliiidi 
now  beeomes  the  front.  Between  San 
Bartolorae  and  Lureo.  a  distaiu'e  ol'  ten 
miles,  the  great  labor  of  the  eiilerpri.se 
has  to  be  performed, there  bein;:^  lifle<<ii 
hiindretl  feet  of  briiiging,  and  twelvi» 
hundred  feet  of  tiiuiieling  between 
tlier,e  plaei-s.  To  giv«  y«)U  some  idea 
of  the  magnitude  of  this  enterprise,  I 
will  describe  the  briilge  that  spans  the 
Angua  de  Verrugas,  a  wild  torrent,  rmi- 
uii)^  tliiongh  a  iiicturosqiie  glen  situ- 
ated some  1*2, tKK)  feet  above  tho  level  ol 
the  sea. 

This  extraordinary  bridge  was  0011- 
strueted  by  the  Baltimore  Bridge 
Company,  and  its  dimensions  have  at 
tracted  general  notice.  It  is  remiirk- 
able  for  being  the  highest  of  its  kind 
in  the  worltl,  and  for  siirpa.s.siug  all 
others  of  the  same  idas.s  la  it.s  |ier- 
feet  system  of  bracings  and  coiinoc 
tions.  It  is  a  viaduct  struetnre,  eoii- 
sisting  of  four  deck  spans,  of  the 
Rink  truss  type,  three  of  which  arti 
1 10  feet  lonfr,  ami  the  fourtli  and  cm 
tial  span  being  125  feet  long.  These 
spans  rest  ou  piers  formed  of  wrought 
iron  columns,  and  those  piers  are  lifty 
feet  long  by  fifteen  feet  wide  on  top. 
These  piers  are  the  principal  teatuivs 
ot  interest,  and  are  respeetivtdy  145 
feet,  L»52  feet,  and  187  feet  "high. 
They  each  cimsist  of  12  legs 
forming  a  rectangle.  Transversly 
the  pier  has  the  appearance  lif 
an  inverted  W;  two  legs  buttered  in 
and  two  out  The  outer  legs  have  11 
batter  of  one  foot  iu  twelve,  and  the 
inner  are  inclined  so  as  to  make  t  ,e 
above-mentioned  shape.  There  aie 
three  of  these  W's  in  the  pier,  each 
cont  lining  four  legs,  making  twelve  iu 
all  One  of  the  most  iuterestiug  fea- 
tures of  this  gigantic  structure  is  the 
raising.  The  piers  are  raised  within 
themselves,  tier  upon  tier,  the  only 
power  used  in  drawing  up  the  material 
being  a  common  wiudlasa.  The  entire 
viaduct  is  five  hundred  and  sevouty-tive 
feet  long,  and  is  not  only  the  mode  of 
crossing  best  adapted  to  the  situation, 
but  it  is  also  the  cheapest  that  could 
there  be  used.

Ho  WHS  all  through  the  fight,  and 
briiu/s  the  followin;,'  additional  partic- 
ulars :  On  tbo  blnir  at  Ihe  edge  of 
the  lava  bed  were  found  nine  head  of 
cuttle  rocently  sbinghtered  by  the  In- 
dians, rroeoi'ding  a  mile  further  the 
tone  formed  a  line  ol  battle  both 
n^rlit  and  left  extending  in  a  semi- 
circle throe  miles  from  tho  lake. 
Col.  Perry  was  on  the  right  and 
Capt.^  Fairchiid  on  tlM>  left.  Fair- 
(diild's  company  riislnd  ahead  of  the 
line  ami  got  into  a  terrible  rocky  place, 
where  s.venil  had  to  remain  until 
night  for  a  elunco  to  get  out.  When 
tliey  did  their  boots  and  cdothes  were 
torn  in  pieces  in  g.-tting  over  the  lava 
r.iid  sharp  locka.  The  triMjps  on  the 
right  made  a  connection  witli  Ber- 
nard's command  on  the  opposite  side, 
and  while  doing  so  the  Indians 
broke  tbroitgb  the  lines,  and  proceed- 
ed tuward  the  lake,  where  ihiiy  pounc- 
ed on  Faircbild'.s  men.  Near  thin 
point  the  Indians  also  came  out  for  a 
field  tight  with  Capt.  Burton's  infan- 
try, who  cbargeil  on  thorn, 
them  into  the  rocks. 

The  woundetl  of  Fain-hild's  company 
^^eIe  taken    to    Fort    Klamath.        It  is 
thought  Jerry  Crooks  is  fatally  wound- 
ed, having   Ins  thigh   botie  smashed  to 
pieecb.       He   had   to  ride  twenty-five 
miles  on  hate    b.ack    before    reaching 
Beniard's  caiup       George  Roberts  was 
able  to  walk  around  next  morning,  but 
is  mortally  wuunded.       Tho  howitzers 
were  packed  on  animals  in  section8,and 
put  together  whore  needed,  but  it  was 
too   foggy  to    ust    them  to  advantage, 
only  a  lew    slitlla    Laving  been  flred. 
Toward     evening,     after     tho     tight, 
an    Indian    signal    fire   was     seen   be- 
twee  1  the  troops  ;tud  Wheaton's  camp, 
which   camp   had    been  left  with  only 
ton  men  as  a  guud  to  the  supplies  anil 
ammunition  tber*'.     Col.  Kelsey's  Ore- 
gon volunteers,    being   the   rear  guard 
liere,  made  a  gallant  tight,  saving  the 
artillery  and  wounded  from  being  oap" 
tured,  and  also  preventing  the  Indians 
from  seizing  the  Ciimji  at  headquarters. 
General    Wheaton   and   nil  his  oflScers 
and  men  are   spoken  of  in  the  highest 
praise  for  their  gallantry.     Cul.  Perry, 
who  was  serioubly    wounded,  has  been 
taken  to  Caniu  Warner,  where  his  fam- 
ily reside.     Although   the   fog  was  uu 
favorable  for  an  open  tight.it  is  believ- 
ed it  saved  many  more  from  being  kill- 
e  I  and  wounded,  as   the  Indians  could 
nrt  see  to  shoot  at  a  long  range  from 
behind  rocks  or  from  behind  high  bluffs. 
On  Sunday,  Ream,    with   an   escort  of 
twenty-five  Oregon  volunteers,  left  Van 
Bremer's  to  go  to  Bernard's  eamp  with 
the    hijrsos  belonging    to    Fairchild's 
company,  and  when  within  six  miles  of 
Lost  River,  saw  four  of  Jack's  band  on 
a  scout.     It  is  feared  that   Capt.  Jack 
will  make  a  raid    ou    the   Butte    Creek 
settlements,     within     forty     miles     of 
Yieka.     The    Indians   eapfured    seven 
guns    and    consider.-.ble    ammuuitiou. 
Tlieie  are  at  least    200   ludiaiir,   in    the 
field,  and  they    are    constantly   drilled 
l>y  leadiTs  well  acquainlrd    with    mili- 
tary taelies,  and  especially  ambu.'sbiug. 
Capt.  Fairehilil  writvs  to'R.  O.  Dewitt 
as    follows:    "The   day    was   very   uu- 
lavorable.     The  fog   was   so   douse  wa 
could  not  see  TiO  yards.    As  we  charged 
the  Imlians,  tliey  could  hear  the    com- 
mands of  our  olticors,   and   always  tell 
where  we  were,  and    we  could  not   see 
till  ni.     The   first   we    would    know   we 
would  receive  a  deadly  volley.     I  have 
been  i;i  a  good  many  close  piacof^.    but 
that  beat   anything   I  ever   saw.     Our 
boys  were  iu  the  hottci^t   of   the   tight. 
I  am  111  hopes  (.Jov.   Booth   will  change 
Ills  niiiul,  and  let  us  raise  some  troops. 
I  tliiiik  tlie  ottieors  believe   Dorris  and 
m^selfto^.l  tlicJii   the  facts   about   the 
Indians  and  thi-ir  location.     The  regu- 
lars fought  well,    and   charged    strong- 
bold    after    stroiigludd.     The  Indians 
would  tire  and  fall    back.     Col.    Green 
took  nioie  chances  than  any  man  lever 
saw.     He  walked  tho  lines  and  gave  his 
orders  during  the  hottest  of  the    tight, 
and  never  took  shelter   or  dodged.     It 
looked  like  a  miracle  that  he  escaped."

A  correspondent  of  the  Times,  writ- 
ing from  reriipiii,  says  that  tho  "fres- 
e.K's  by  Ciiiialtiic  and  Oiotti.  in  the  up-

An  intelliirent  farmer  in  Ireland  gives 
the  folio niL>g  rt.s  the  respective  quanti- 
ties ot  roots  c  'Usumed  by  the  diflVreut 
classes  of  stock  on  his  premises  ;  Stall- 
fed,  7*  to  8  tons  per  head  :  store  cattle, 
4  to  6  tons  per  head  :  fattening  sheep, 
15  tu  17  cvrt.  per  head  ;  other  sheep, 
10  to  13  cwt.  per  head.  Of  course  this 
is  meant  as  season's  feeding. 

MiLxoN  Cramxek,  of  Bath.  Mich., 
performed  a  day's  work  on  the  12th 
ult ,  which,  it  is  claimed,  exceeds  any- 
thing on  record  After  cooking  break- 
fast, dinner  and  supper  for  six  men,

They  are  of 
some  value  us  an  a'osorbeut  in  stable?, 
"but  less  so  than  str  iw.  and  they  lack 
its  ready  character  -md  decompijse  far 
more  slowly.  This  will  doubtless  sur- 
rrise  some  reader*,  out  it  is  probably 
correct.

time,  and  you  place  a  niece  of  corn 
bread  or  some  other  plain  food  before 
him,  and  be  will  take  it  in  preference. 
From  expsrimenting  I  jiave  arrived  at 
this  conciiiHion— to  feed  strnw  and  feed 
it  profltal)ly  you  must  feed  it  inostlv  in 
cold  weather,  nnd  but  once  per  day, 
and  lei  the  other  fodderin;:  be  hay  or 
corn-tAtalks,  us  I  btlieve  in  feeding  but 
twice  per  day.  I  do  not  believe  in 
feeding  corn-shdks  in  extreino  cold 
weather,  fi>r  they  are  tlrv  and  brittle, 
and  they  wuste  th«ni,  while  in  milder 
weather  thev  are  not  ns  hard  and  In-it- 
tle,  and  they  eat  them  with  a  greater 
relish  and  there  is  less  waste;  there 
fore,  I  would  advise  feeding  hay  once 
per  dav  iu  extreme  ct)!d  weather.  When 
you  are  feeding  straw,  it  is  a  very  gootl 
plan— when  you  do  not  salt  you  cattle 
otherwise — to  make  a  weak  brino  and 
sprinkle  your  straw  with  it.  You  must 
not  think,  because  it  is  cold  weather, 
that  votir  stock  don't  need  salt  ;  if  you 
do  tlie  ptMM-  dumb  brutes  will  sull'er  for 
the  want  of  it,  and  you  will  be  tht 
loser  111  the  end.

.\  writer  in  the  Kurnl  Home  says  : 
"Cows  usually  become  addictetl"  to 
kicking  when  heifeis,  from  i>eing 
milked  by  abusivt>  milkers.  1  have 
never  seen  an  old  cow  l)ecome  a  kicker 
I'.nless  abused.  In.stead  of  cows  being 
adverse  to  being  milked  when  giving  a 
large  tpMniity,  I  have  found  it  tolie 
the  leverse.  When  pasturage  is  good, 
and  cows  come  luui-.e  at  night  with 
udders  disteudeil  with  milk,  thev  seem 
grateful  to  have  it  removed.  Milking 
a  heifer  for  the  first  time  requires  pa- 
tience, for  they  will  almost  invariably 
kick.  In  such  a  case  put  a  broad  strap 
around  htr  body,  just  iu  front  of  the 
udder,  and  buckle  it  up  moderately 
tight,  and  as  soon  as  she  gets  quiet  (for 
she  may  kick  around  a  little  at  first) 
take  your  pail,  cit  down  and  go  tj 
milking,  for  she  is  as  helpless  as  a  kit- 
ten. Do  not  attempt  to  use  a  rope  in- 
stead of  a  strap,  for  it  will  not  answer. 
This  is  a  much  better  method  than  tv 
ing  the  legs,  etc.,  as  it  does  not  hurt 
the  animal  in  the  least.  A  few  appli- 
cations of  the  strap,  with  jdenty  of 
patience  and  kindness,  will  cure  the 
most  obstinate  case."

DuiUN.i  a  recent  discusKion  iu  Eng 
land  it  was  stated  that  the  most  sue- 
cessful  hues  of  short  horns  were  those 
in  which  one  animal  whh  the  sire  of 
the  dam  also,  thus  making  the  parents 
half  brother  and  sister  by  the  same 
rire,  out  of  difl'erent  dams.  This  sys- 
tem of  breeding  had  produced  some  of 
♦he  finest  cattle  iu  the  country.  It 
<vas  also  said  that  where  cattle 'were 
closely  inbred  and  preserved  their  con- 
stitutions they  had  a  tendency  to  lose 
color,  save,  perhaps,  in  the  ears,  and  to 
become  wtiite.

But  I  soon 
learned  that  tiiat  was  not  the  proper 
way.  they  liked  a  variety  of  food  as 
~  "  as  man.     For  instance,  you  take  a

man,  contiiu.  him  to  anv  kind  of  food, 
say  meat  or  bread,  and  see  how  long 
be  will  rehsli  it;  ],e  soon  will  be  so 
disgusted  with  it  that  he  cannot  bear 
the  sight  of  It.  1  think  it  is  somewhat 
so  with  duni'o  beasts.  You  give  them 
nothing  bat  straw  every  dav,  they  be- 
come sick  and  tired  of  "it :  tliey  eat  it 
with  no  relisii,  and  it  is  so  with  corn- 
stalks, or  even  hay,  and  we  ail  know 
they  prefer  this  above  all  otlier  winter 
ftxjd,  and  you  confine  them  lo  this  for 
some  time,  and  then  give  tiiem  a  feed 
of  gootl  straw,  and  they  will  go  at  it 
witii  an  avidity  that  will  aston- 
ish you.

He  also  advis-?^  against  col- 
oring with  unnatto,  and  advises  a  little 
carrot  juice,  if  any  coloring  ig  to  be 
used. 

Cre.^m  Tapioca  Pcddino.— Soak  threv 
tablespoonfnls  ot  tapioca  v.\  Waler  over 
nicrht.  pour  o**'  ihv  Vvater,  and  put  the 
tapiocj*  I'nlo  a  quart  of  boiling  milk, 
and  boil  ten  minutes  Beat  the  yolks 
of  four  eggs  with  a  cnp  ui  sug,ir.  add 
three  tablespoonfulsof  prepared  cocoa- 
nut,  and  stir  in  and  boil  hve  niinutvs 
longer.  Pour  into  a  V?hite  pudding 
dish.

A»Tr:.R  ttorsE  Rolls.— Into  two  quarts 
of  wheat  flour  put  a  piece  of  butter 
the  size  of  an  egg,  a  little  salt*  a  t^b^r;- ' 
spoonful  of  white Ku^r-it^  a  j.iiit  of  milk 
previously  boHiHl  and  cold,  and  a  half 
tewcttjitnl  of  yeast.  When  the  sponge 
is  light,  mold  for  fifteen  niiuute.>.  J^et 
it  rise  again,  and  cut  into  •vihlii ,  when 
light,  flatt<'n  »?«.ch  «;ake  with  a  rolling 
pin;  pul  a  bit  of  butter  tin  titp,  and 
fold  each  over  on  itself.  Put  in  pans 
to  rise,  and,  when  light,  bake  «p  jv 
quick  oven.  If  th«»  *}'\*;*:s  ol  the  rolls 
are  dipped  »!i  Bi'etted  butter,  they  will 
not  ^*:l>\  together  when  baked. 

How  TO  Sm«k)Th  Ribbons. — Of  course 
all  the  little  girls  wear  ribbons,  but  1 
wonder  if  they  all  know  hot^  td  smooth 
them  when  rulnpkd.  My  j>lan  is  as 
follows  :  Take  a  moderately  hot  flat 
iron,  set  it  on  the  ironing-board,  tln-n 
place  the  ribbon  on  the  left  side  of  the 
iron,  and  j)ull  it  carefully  through  un- 
derneath the  iron.

-Steam  or 
boil  some  mealy  p<,'tHt<,K's  ,  mash  the'm 
together  with  some  butter  or  cream  ; 
season  them,  and  place  a  layer  at  the 
Iwttom  of  a  pie  dish  :  upon  this  place 
a  layer  of  liuely  chopped  meat  or  fish 
of  any  kind,  well  seasonetl  ;  then  add 
another  lajcr  of  potatoc.^,  and  contintie 
alternately  those  until  the  dish  infilled. 
Smooth  down  the  top,  strew  bread 
crumbs  upon  it,  and  bake  until  jt  is 
well  browned,  A  very  small  quantity 
of  meat  serves  in  this  manner  to  make 
a  nice  presentable  dish. 

To  Clkan  Cldkh  Casks.— A  good 
plan  to  cleans.!  musty  or  foul  casks  is 
to  put  in  a  quantity  of  iinslaketl  Imie, 
and  then  pour  in  boiling  water  tiHti'l 
the  same  is  slaked.  Put  in  the  bung, 
and  shake  until  the  water  and  lime 
have  come  in  contact  with  every  part 
of  the  barrel.  Let  it  stand  six  or  eight 
hours  empty,  and  if  it  is  not  clean  re- 
jieat  the  operation,  and  aft«;r  having 
again  emptie<l  out  the  lime,  burn  a 
trip  of  i>aper  dippetl  in  melttnl  brim- 
stone in  the  cask,  fastening  it  by  the 
bung,  and  a  cask  must  bo  foul  indeed 
that  cannot  be  purifi  -'<l  by  this  process. 

To  Pickle  Onions. — A  housekeeper 
gives  the  following  :  Scald  one  gallon 
of  small  onions  in  salt  and  water  of  the 
strength  to  bear  an  egg.  Only  just  let 
them  boil,  strain  them  oft,  an<l  peel 
them  after  they  are  scalded,  place  them 
with  thi;  best  cold  vinegar.  The  next 
day  poiu-  the  vinegar  oft,  add  two 
ounces  of  bruised  ginger,  i>ne  ounce  of 
white  pepper,  two  tninces  of  flour  of 
mustard  seed,  half  an  ounce  chillies  ; 
boil  them  twenty  minutes,  turn  all  to- 
gether boiling  hot  to  the  tmions,  let 
them  remain  ten  days,  turn  the  vinegar 
out  again,  boil  as  before,  turn  them  hot 
on  the  onions  again.  They  will  bo 
ready  for  use  as  soon  as  quite  cool.

There  is  no  ceiling,  and,  of 
no  plastering  or  paint  upon  the 
woodwork  in  my  part.  The  auditorial 
arrangements  are  ntH  unlike  those  of 
the  smaller  French  theatres.  The  cen- 
ter of  the  floor  is  filled  witli  stalls  or 
boxes — the  former  name  seems  more 
appropriate  here  than  it  is  with  us — 
stpiaie  spaces  separated  from  one  an- 
other by  partitituis  about  ten  inches 
high,  e.ich  calculat<<d  to  acctunmodate 
four,  or  po.ssibly  six,  persons. 

Two  aishs  lead  from  the  back  of  the 
liou.se  to  the  ^tage,  which  latter  is  not 
divided  by  any  practical  boundary  from 
the  partpict,  Iu  th  being  upon  the  same 
level.  Indeed,  these  aisles  appear  to 
be  iiiteiule  1  rather  for  occasional  exits 
and  entrances  t)f  the  actors  than  for 
the  accommodation  of  visitors,  the  par- 
titicnts  betwien  the  boxes  being  sufli- 
cieutly  bulky  to  afford  an  easy  passage 
to  the  sure-foottd  Japanese  Along  i;lie 
outer  side  of  each  oi  the  aisles  a  row  of 
box«s  like  the  French  "  loge"  extends, 
constructed  to  hoKl  four  occupants 
apiece.  The  gallery — there  is  only 
one — chiefly  consists  of  similar  loges, 
the  space  iii  the  extreme  rear  corre- 
sptiiding  to  the  least  select  part  of  our 
play  houses.  .Mtogether,  tliere  is  am- 
ple room  for  some  twelve  hundred  per- 
sons, and,  with  a  little  of  the  pressure 
which  European  and  American  ushers 
are  ac<Mistotned  to  exert,  two  thousand 
might  be  introduced  without  serious 
difliculty.  Mats  and  cushions  are  lib- 
erall}-  supplieil,  but  no  other  conveni- 
ences are  provided,  or,  indeed,  looked 
for.  The  only  decorations  are  a  few 
colored  hanging-curtains,  stretching 
from  side  to  side  like  our  stage  "  bor- 
ders ;  "  rows  of  paper  lanterns  hung 
about  the  edges  of  the  gallery  in  the 
same  manner  as  our  gasoliers,  and,  like 
them,  intended  rather  for  crnameut 
than  use,  and  long  strips  of  cloth 
thrown  over  tiie  fronts  of  the  conppicu* 
ous  boxes  above  and  below,  emblazoned 
with  the  names  of  popular  actors,  the 
crests  of  tutelarv  deities,  and  the  titles 
of  certain  plays  that  have  proved  espe- 
cially attractive. 

The  curtain  occupied  the  same  posi- 
tion  as  with  us,  but  there  is  no  pros- 
cenium, and  nothing  to  prevent  the 
curious  spectator  from  penetrating  be- 
hind the  scenes  at  pleasure,  cxc  pting 
his  own  sense  of  propriety.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  discover  exactly  what  restri**- 
tious  do  eyist  in  this  respect,  for  even 
now,  while  the  mysterious  noise  of 
preparation  resounds,  occupants  of  the 
front  piirquet  stalls  occasioraily  lift 
the  curtain  before  them>  dart  bttieaih

A  Turkish   iiriile. 

The  marriage  of  a  young  Princess  is 
always  a  subject  of  interest,  according 
to  tlie  London  Echo,  but  the  approach- 
ing nuptials  of  tlie  oldest  daughter  of 
his  highne«K,  Mustapha  Piujlia,  with 
Khail  Pasha,  has,  in  additiiui  to  the 
feelings  that  such  events  inspire,  the 
hido  and  romance  which  life  in  a  harem 
throws  over  the  fair  inmates.  Four 
splendid  carriages  have  been  sent  from 
Paris  to  (:om)jlete  the  number  of  the 
bride's  equipages.  Thirty  gorgeous 
robes  are  being  made  by  fashionable 
modistes.  The  wedding  veil  of  Brussels 
lace  has  cost  four  thousand  dollars. 
Bcsi'les  the  jewels  prcKi-nted  by  the 
bridegro«>m,  the  bride  will  wear  on  the 
marriage  day  a  lu'cklace  and  tiara  of 
diamoiuhs,  presented  by  her  father. 
The.se  royal  gifts  have  been  piirtihased 
for  one  liiindioil  thousand  dollarH.  So 
that  the  young  lady  will  be  right  roy- 
ally appareled;  and  it  is  a  satisfac- 
tion to  think  that  these  valuables  are 
her  own  ;  she  cannot  be  deprived  of 
them  by  her  husbainl  or  by  any  other 
person,  the  Turkish  law  being  careful 
to  secure  a  wife's  property.  Two  of 
her  private  apartments  have  been  fur 
uislud  by  a  Parisian  upholsterer  at  a 
cost  of  lourtocn  thousand  dollars,  in 
eluding  clocks,  vases,  lamps  and  other 
works  of  art  and  ornament. 

The  Kliivnn  BouiKlary. 

There  is  mucji  uneasiness  in  England 
in  consequence  of  the  English  note  to 
Russia  in  regard  lo  the  disputed  bound- 
ary qiK'stion  in  Central  Asia.  England 
only  required  Russia  to  abstain  from 
the  invasion  of  Afghanistan,  but  the 
Imntidary  of  that  territory  was  left  un- 
defined. The  present  note  declares 
that  the  northern  boundary  of  Afghan- 
istan commences  attheLakeof  (iirtkel, 
in  the  Premerristeppe,  thencti  follows 
the  Oxus  to  Kf  cuyaii  Saleh,  and  from 
that  point  westward  to  the  W'rsian 
frontier.  The  note  further  states  that 
England  has  informed  the  Emperor  of 
Afghanistan  that  he  may  fight  Russia 
if  they  cross  this  line.  The  Russian 
reply  declares  the  desire  of  Russia  is 
to  maintain  good  relations  with  Eng- 
land, but  refu.ses  to  recognize  the  indi- 
cated boundaiy,  because  it  includes 
countries  which  never  belonged  to  Af- 
ghanistan, but  were  independent.  Rus- 
sia's object  in  taking  Khiva  is  apparent- 
ly  to  establish  depots,  and  hold  and  oc- 
cupy the  kvhoie  vall«y  of  the  Oxiu.

An  experienced  railroad  man  holding 
a*  prominent  position  on  one  of  the 
great  Western  roads,  tells  us  that  ev«n 
steel  rails  have  failed  to  stand  the  in- 
ten.se  severe  weather  which  has  charac- 
terizoil  the  presest  winter.  On  one 
section  of  the  road  in  Chicago,  which 
is  laid  with  the  finest  steel  rail,  which 
it  was  supposed  was  strong  enough  to 
resist  blows  from  a  trip  hammer,  sev- 
erul  breakages  have  been  caused  by 
frost.  He  also  asserts  that  the  steel 
tires  on  locomotives  have  succumbed 
to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and 
that  in  consequence  several  iron  horses 
have  had  to  be  taken  to  the  repair 
shops.  These  circumstances,  he  claims, 
are  unprecedented  in  the  annals  of 
railroading.  It  has  been  the  worst 
winter  for  railroads  ever  remembered, 
the  frost  having  been  so  intense,  the 
atmospherical  changes  so  sutlden,  and 
thvre  having  been  so  little  snow.
